We  need  to  ensure  that 
progress  doesn't  slip  to  regress, 
so  hopefully  the  iconic  pines 
legacy  and  future  will  live  on 
beyond  that  of  the  inevitable 
fate  of  becoming  underfoot  tan 
bark.
